Sterling Price, of Texas, who has opened 
headquarters here for Mr. Sulzer, today 
received a telegram from that gentleman 
saying he had left New York for Lincoln 
at noon today. Another telegram says 
Messrs. Croker and Murphy will be in 
Lincoln on Friday night. 

Mr. Sulzer hopes to be on the ticket 
with Mr. Bryan and it is said the latter 
expressed a desire to confer with him. 
Mr. Price would vouchsafe nothing. 

President O'Connell, of the Sons of 
Liberty, the oldest organization in New 
York. is on his way to Kansas City and 
will open headquarters for Sulzer tomor- 
row evening or Friday, and Fred Feiz!, 
editor of fhe Tammany Times, another 
Sulzer boomer, will arrive Friday.

Springfield, I1l., June 27.—The democratic 
state convention reconvened today, com- 
Vieted thg ticket, adopted a platform and 
adjourned. Mayor Carter H. Harrison, of 
Chicago, chairman of the committee on 
resolutions, read the platform. 

It indorses the nationa] platform of 1836, 
*in whole and in all its parts.” 

It denounces the national administration 
as ‘“‘the weakest in the history of the na- 
tion,”’ and especially condemns the ‘“‘cow- 
ering attitude of the oresident and his ad- 
visecs in refusing consolation and sympa- 
thy to the heroic Boers in their struggle 
for independence;’’ invokes public con- 
demnation of ‘‘an administrative policy 
which denies to Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippine islands the principle of home 
rule and self-government, and seeks the 
subjugation of a free and enlightened peo- 
ple for the glory of an imperial policy, 
revolting to our traditions and a defiance 
to the principles of our federal constitu- 
tion.’”’

Alliances with Evropean ~aations 
are ‘‘regarded with apprehension.”’ 

Trusts and monopolies, formed for the 
purpose of arbitrarliy controlling prod- 
ucts and prices in the interest solely of 
combined capital, allowed to go on, the 
resolutions declare, ‘‘can result only in 
industrial serfdom, for the miass of the 
people.’’ 

Protective tariff and “railway discrim- 
ination’’ are declared to be blamable for 
existing trusts and stringent legislation 
is demanded for their restriction. 

The immediate building of an American 
inter-oceanic canal’ is favored; the Mon- 
roe doctrine is reaffirmed; postal savings 
banks are favored, as is also public own- 
ership of public utilities and the election 
of United States senators by direct vote. 
The general principle of the initiative and 
referendum is favored. 

“Unqualified admiration” is expressed 
for William J. Bryan, who is declared to 
have been robbed of office in 1896. The 
Illinois delegation to Kansas City is in- 
structed to vote as a unit for Bryan. 

Strong Declaration on Trusts. 

Regarding the trusts, the platform says: 

“Trusts and monopolies formed for the 
purpose of erbitrarily controlling products 
and prices in the interests solely of com- 
bined capital if allowed to go on can re- 
sult only in industrial serfdom fur the 
mass of the people. We therefore oppose 
all such combinations and demand that 
not only existing laws against such com- 
binations in restrict of trade be rigidiy 
enforced, but believing that protective 
tariffs and railway discriminations have 
been and still are the chief supporters of 
monopolies, we favor the removal of du- 
ties from all imperts monopolized by 
trusts and also demand the enactment 
and enforcement of such legislation as will 
prevent cvery species of discrimination 
and believing that the courageous and 
honest application of the democratic 
‘equal rights to all and special privileges 
to none’ will be effective to destruy and 
thereafter prevent any trust or combina- 
tion of capital that is prejudicia) to/the 
general welfare; we demand the repeal of 
all such laws giving special privileges to 
any corporation, person, locality or in- 
terest. 

‘We declare for the greatest Mberty to 
the :ndustrial and our earnest opposition 
to sumptuary laws, and we believe in the 
rigid restriction of government, both state 
and national, to the legitimate domain of 
political power by excluding therefrom ail 
executive and legislative intermeddliny 
with the affairs of society whereby mo- 
nopslies are fostered, privileged ciasscs 
aggrandized and individua] freedom un- 
necessarily and oppressively restrained. 

The plaiform favors the immediate con- 
struction, operation, fortification and da- 
fense of an American inter-oceanic canai 
by the United States; deciares opposition 
to government by injunction; unalterably 
opposed to militarism as exercised in tie 
United States arsenals by the command- 
ants toward the employees from civil life; 
reaffirms devotion to the Monroe doctrine, 
demands the protection of life and prop- 
erty of American citizens at home and 
abroad regardless of race, color or pre 
vious conditicn; favors the establishment 
of postal savings banks by act of congress; 
favors the general principle of the initia- 
tive and referendum as conducive to se- 
curing an expression and enforcement of 
the people’s will; favors the electicn of 
United States senators by direct vote of 
the people; expresses unqualified admira- 
tion for William J. Bryan, and pledges 
him loyal 6nd unswerving support, and 
instructs the Illinois delegation to vute 
for him as a unit. The republican admin- 
istration of Governor Tanner jis de- 
nounced.

Stiff Arm Jolts. 


Chicago, June 27.—The prohibition party 
wil! make its national campaign this year 
upon a platform of a single issue—the 
liquor traffic—all other issues being sub- 
ordinated to this one question. 

Upon this platform it is probable that 
either Rev. S. C. Swallow, the “fighting 
parson” of Harrisburg, Pa., or John C. 
Woolley, of Chicago, editor of The New 
Voice, the prohibition national organ, will 
be nominated for president. 

The national convention of the prohibl- 
tion met here today and in three sessions, 
morning, afternoon and evening, cleared 
up al] business except the nominations for 
president and vice president, which will 
be made tomorrow morning. The conven- 
tion in point of numbers is considered one 
of the greatest ever held by the advocates 
of cold water. 

It was exactly 10:30 a. m. when Chalir- 
man Stewart, of the national committee, 
rapped for order. At that time nearly all 
the delegates were in their seats, while 
the galleries surrounding the big drill 
room of the First regiment were filled 
with spectators. 

Just previous to the fall of the gavel 
the delegates from New England states 
marched into the hall in a body, each 
carrying a canteen stamped with the let- 
ters U. S.. inverted and bearing the legend 
‘‘aAnti-Canteen.”’ They were lberally ap- 
plauded. After the convention had come 
to order Chairman Stewart proceeded to 


deliver a formal] address. 

At the afternoon session the report of 
the committee on credentials was pre- 
sented. It showed there were 693 dele- 
gates actually seated, representing thirty- 
seveg states. 

The report of the committee on rerma- 
nent organization and order of business 
recommended Samue] Dickie, of Michigan, 
for permanent chairman and Colane] R. 5. 
Cheves, of Tennessee, for permanent 
secretary. It was adopted. The platform 
says in part:

Wild Enthusiasm Displayed. 

The platform was received with the 
wildest enthusiasm. Every sentence in 
condemnation of President McKinley was 
greeted with shouts of approval and cries 
of “hit him again,” the delegates stand- 
ing on their chairs and yelling themselves 
hoarse. — ' 

“I have another. resolution commended 
by the committee*on resolutions,’ said 
Professor Hopkins, the chairman. He then 
read the following: 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that the right of ballot shall 
not be denied any citizen on account of 
sex.”’ 

It was evident that leaving the woman 
suffrage plank out of the platforin was 
distasteful to many delegates, and when 
Mrs. Beauchamp, president of the Wo- 
man’s Christian Temperance Union, of 
Kentucky, took the platform to advocate 
an equal suffrage plank, she was wildly 
applauded. A picture of Frances E,. Wil- 
lard which hung over the speaker's stand 
had fallen down during the afternoon re- 
cess. It had not been replaced. Mrs. 
Beauchamp referred to {its ‘‘removal,”’ aud 
in an instant a véry respectable row 
was on. 

“I protest egainst such shameful! insinu- 
ations. It fell down,” yelled one excited 
male delegate. “Put it up again,” shout- 
ed another. It was hung up behind the 
speaker’s desk, but this did not satisfy 
the dele,zatea and the convention did not 
become culet until the portrait had been 
hung from the gallery. After considerable 
discussion, a Tising véte was called for, 
and the platform atid additional resolution 
favoring woman quffrage adopted by a 
practically tnanimouws vote, and amid a 
tempest of cheers. Some delegate started 
‘‘Blessed Be the Tie That Binds,” and the 
whole assermblage joined in a thunderous 
song of praise, even the throngs in the 
gallery taking up the old hymn. 

The convention then adjourned until 9:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning.

MINISTER WU' BRINGS DISPATCH 


Chinese Representative Still Denies 
That War Exists. 

Washington, June 27.—The Chinese min- 
ister called this morning on the secretary 
of state and communicated to him the 
contents of a dispatch which he had re- 
ceived from the tsung li yamen at Pekin 
dated on the 19th instant. The dispatch 
states that the foreign ministers had be- 
fore this date asked permission for the 
legation guards to enter the city, which 
permission had been granted; that they 
subsequently asked that these guards be 
re-enforced, which the Chinese govern- 
ment was not dispaged to permit. 

The dispatch then goes on to state that 
the consul gen¢ral at Tien Tsin, supposed 
to be the French consul general, had 
telegraphed to the viceroy of Chi Li that 
the foreign admiral had demanded the 
surrender of the Taku forts and that the 
foreign ministers were shortly to leave 


Pekin for Tien Tsin with their guards.

‘““Meanwhile came Admiral Seymour's 
heliograph that his position was desper- 
ate and that he could only hold out two 
days. The relief started at dawn today 
(Monday).”’ 

Saturday’s fighting began at daybreak. 
The allied foces opened with several of 
the Terrfble’s 4.7 naval guns, six field 
guns and numerous machine guns, the 
firing being at long range. They contin- 
ued to advance steadily, the Chinese ar- 
tillery replying. The guns of the allies 
were more skillfully handled and pua the 
guns of the Chinese out of action one by 
one, the Chinese retreating about noon. 

Japan Lands 13,000 Men. 

Several thousand Japanese have left 
Taku for Tien Tsin and altogether 13,000 
Japanese have landed. The international 
troops now aggregate nearly 20,000 and Ja- 
pan is preparing to send ‘20,000 more. With 
British, American and other troops or- 
dered to go, probably 6,000 men wil] be 
available in a month. 

The Tong Shan refugees and the foreign 
engineers at Che Foo estimate the Chi- 
nese troops now in the field as 25,000 drill- 
ed troops; at Lu Tai, 25,000; at Shanghai 
Wan, 15,000 driven off from Tien Tsin, and 
130,000 at Pekin. 

The dispatch received by the foreign 
office stating that the foreign legations 
were required to leave Pekin within a 
specified time is interpreted in some un- 
Official quarters as tantamount to giving 
the ministers their passports and to a 
declaration of war; but as China does 
nothing Hke other countries, the official 
opinion is that there is nothing’ to do 
but to await the course of events and to 
see what the ministers themselves say 
when they are rescued, 

All the students at the forelgn hospitals 
in Canton are leaving. Wemen missiona- 
ries are returning from the West river 
ports. There was a slight disturbance at 
Wo Chou Tuesday while the women were 
embarking. The crowd shouted, ‘Kill the 
foreign devils.”’ 

According to advices from Shanghai, 
the Chinese officials, by direction of the 
southern viceroys, are asking the consuis 
to agree to conditions “insuring,” as the 
Chinese say, “the neutrality of Shanghai 
and other coast cities.” 

They are also asking that foreign war- 
ships shall not sail or anchor near the 
forts nor go to ports where there are 
no warships now, that their crews shall 
not go ashore and that the protection of 
foreigners be lef to the Chinese authori- 
ties. These conditions are eonsidered at 
Shanghai to be virtually an ultimatum 
from Viceroys Liu Kung Yih and Chang 
Chih Tung.

Eatonton, Ga., June 27.--“Special.)\—The 
continued heavy rains in this section hav? 
resulted in much loss of property. Early 
fruit is being considerably damaged: cot- 
ton is fast yielding to the evil effects of 
the protracted damp spell; corn is show- 
ing unmistakable signs of the want of 
sunshine, and the streanis are swollen to 
such an extent as that al] bottom crops 
are submerged, and it is feared that what 
is not tashed away will be so badly 
damaged it will amount to but little in 
yield. 

Mr. P. R. Freeman, vne of our most 
progressive planters, living on the Oconee 
river, had just about completed harvest- 
ing a fine crop of oats when the floods 
washed away every shock. His harvest- 
ing machinery was caught, and is now 
covered by the angry waters. 
of land in cultivation by him, except 
twelve of upland cotton, is submerged. 
and the .rops’ either washed away or 
ruined. Completely disheartened by this 
terrible disaster, which, by the way, 18 
made doubly severe in that {it so closely 
follows the two successive and fearful 
crop years just‘ past, it is said, he has 
abandoned his farm and will move with 
his family to Griffin. 

Messrs, W. P. Wallace, Bob Flanagan 
and W. M. Gregory, all living on the 
Oconee river, have had large crops of 
grain washed away, besides being other- 
wise damaged. Every :iarmer living on 
streams has suffered more or less, and the 
total loss for this county alone will reach 
into the thcusands of dollars. To a great

Slaying of a Constable at Baconton 
by a Doctor. 

Albany, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—News 
reached here today of the killing, at Ba- 
conton, a town sixteen miles below Al- 
bany, on the Savannah, Florida and 
Western road, of Constable John Jones by 
Dr. Oscar Tinsley. 

It seems that Dr. Tinsley had been ar- 
rested yesterday, charged with having 
shot some hogs belonging to Mr. Cochran.

WILL BE ACTED ON 


‘Electric Light Committee To Meet 
Friday or Saturday. 


CHAIRMAN SID HOLLAND SICK 


iilness Has Prevented His Calling 
Meeting Until Now. 


GREAT INTEREST IS FELT IN THE MATTER 


‘Committee Will Doubtless Make Re- 
port Before the Next Meeting 
of the City Council. 


It now seems definitely settled that the 
mooted electric light franchise matter 
will be acted on by the council com mit- 
tee on electric lights in time for the ordi- 
nance to be definitely discussed and voted 
on-by council at its next regular meeting, 
which takes place Monday afternoon. 

The matter is one of the greatest pub- 
lic interest, and has been an absorbing 
topic of conversation during the past few 
days. On this account the announce- 
ment that the commiteee will take defi- 
nite action this week will be learned 
with interest. 

Councilman Sid Holland, chairman of 
the committee on electric lights, has 
been ill since last Sunday, his condition 
being such that he could not leave his 
room. It is due to this fact that a meet- 
ing has not yet been called, the estab- 
lished custom of the council being that 
the chairman of a committee shall call 
all meetings. 

Councilman Holland was seen at his 
residence last night. He was confined 
to his bed, but was considerably better 
than he had been the day previous. He 
was asked if he thought he would be well 
enough to call a meeting before Monday. 
““T’am very anxious that the meeting 
be held before the next meeting of the 
council, as I appreciate the interest that 
is felt In the matter,” said Councilman 
Holland. ‘“‘The only reason that I have 
not .called it is the fact that I have been 
ill. I hope to be up by Friday and will 
call the committee together on that day. 
if possible; if not, on Saturday at all 
events. In the event I find that I am 
not well enough to preside over the meet- 
ing I will ask that some other member 
of the committee act for me.” 


AFTER GREEN GOODS FOLK. 


Andy Grays Tried Before Commis- 
sioner Fuller and Released on 
His Own Bond. 

From a preliminary hearing before 
United States Commissioner Fuller yes- 
terday morning, in which Andy Grays, 
colored, was charged with using the mail 
to defraud, it appears that the green 
goods man is getting in his graft among 

the negroes of Atlanta. 

For some time the regulation green 
goods circular letter has been mailed 
from this postoffice without arousing 
the suspicions of the postal authorities 
until very recently. One of the intended 
dupes gave the game away, and Postof- 
fice Inspector Berry ‘set about making 
some quiet observations, with the result 
that Grays was spotted as the alleged 
recipient of the mail intended for the 
supposed gang, and his arrest followed. 

Grays pleaded not guilty, and the evi- 
dence in the possession of the govern- 


ment was not disclosed at the hearing, 

. probably for prudential reasons. He was 
released on his own bond, subject to the 
call of the federal grand jury. 

Another gang of slick negroes are 
wanted for working a lot of darkies of 
the old school out of their scant savings 
on pretext of securing to all ex-slaves a 
pension from Uncle Sam. Three swin- 
dlers carried with them gaudily printed 
certificates bearing the likeness of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which they sold at $1 each, 
the sum alleged to be necessary to prop- 
erly register the pension applicant in 
the department at Washington. They 
are said to have been driving a thriving 
trade among the middle aged and elderly 
negroes, when they took sudden fright 
because of the inquisitiveness of white 
people, and decamped.

GEORGIA SCHOOL OF TECHNOLOGY HOLDS 
BRILLIANT COMMENCEMENT EXERCISES 


ULLY 1,500 visitors attended the 

F commencement day exercises of the 

Georgia School of Technology yes- 
terday morning. The exercises began at 
8:30 o'clock and lasted until nearly 1 
o'clock in the afternoon. They marked 
the close of what has been by far the 
most successful year in the history of the 
school. 

All of the students assembled tn the 
shops at 8 o’clock and the machinery was 
started as on regular school days. At 
8:30 o’clock the doors of the shops and 
the French textile school were thrown 
open to the visitors who had already be- 
gun to throng the grounds. Fully half 
of the crowd was composed of young wo- 
men, who seemed to find more of interest 
in the young workmen than in products 
of their labor. In their light summer 
dresses they picked their way carefully 
and daintily through the shops and past 
the well oiled and shining machinery. 

Articles manufactured in the machine 
shops and in the textile school were on 
exhibition and attracted much aftention 
and favorable comment. The foreman 
of the various departments took charge 
of the parties of visitors and explained 
the work done by the vurious classes. 

At 10:30 o’clock the crowd began fil- 
ing into the chapel, where the degrees 
were to be conferred, and Hon. Roland 
Ellis, of Macon, was to deliver the an- 
nual address. The chapel was crowded 
to its utmost capacity, and as many more 
were unable to gain an entrance. Wurm’'s 
orchestra wus in attendance and furnish- 
ed music while the crowd waited for the 
exercises to begin. 

In a few moments the members of the 
faculty of the school, headed by President 
Lyman Hall, Hon. Roland Ellis and a 
committee of the board of trustees of the 
state university, consisting of Judges 
George FE’, Gober, N. L. Hutch- 
ins, Howell Cobb and N. E. Harris, 
marched down the center aisle and took 
seats on the platform. 

After a selection by the orchestra, Rev. 
Theron H. Rice opened the exercises with 
an eloquent prayer. 

President Hall then read‘the subjects 
of theses submitted by the graduating 
class to secure their degrees. 

Courtland §. Jones, Philip 
and Calvin S. Wright submitted 
on “Test of 100 Horse Power Cahall Boiler 
at the Georgia School of Technology 
Shops;” Henry L. Freeman Albert 
Skalowski on ‘‘Test Construction and De- 
sign Constant of a Five-Horse Power In- 
duction Motor.’’ and Reuben J. Binford, 
Sidney L. Rich and Walter R. Wynne 
on “Test and Study of an Eight-Horse 
Power Differential Motor as Motor and 
Genérator.” 

All of them, said 
Hall, were of a high order of merit. 

Hon. Roland Ellis, the orator of the 
occasion, was then introduced by Presi- 
dent Hall in a clever little speech. Mr. 
Pllis was doubly applauded when he 
walked out on the platform to begin his 
address. It was a masterly and an elo- 
quent effort, and the sentiments of the 
young orator. were repeatedly cheered. 

He said in substance that the demands 
upon his time had forbidden the prepara- 
tion which was due the occasion and that 
his plea of justification for his presence 
was based upon his interest in the insti- 
tution. Here he paid a tribute to the 
late Clarence Knowles, whose indomitable 
lead he had followed in his struggles for 
the school of technology. “It needed no 
graven headstone,” said he, “with its 
torgue of Parian white to tell of the 
work of that silent sleeper, who loved 
his people and labored for his people's 
good. As generous in his devotion to this 
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institution, as an August sun ts prodigal 
of its summer heat, during the last four 
years of his life, this Georgia legislator, 
stilling the voice of false economy, had 
led his state into that higher and broader 
path, where, locking arms with a noble 
Philanthropy, she might undertake the 
most momentous educational enterprise 
of the age.”’ 

The speaker then reviewed the history 
of the state and dwelt upon the impover- 
ished condition in which the war had left 
the south, when he'‘said the “lank pen- 
nons of brooding want obscured the 
face of heaven and the morning sun 
begged of the earth his draught of morn- 
ing dew and got but smoke and charnal 
air.’’ He reviewed the struggles of the 
country at that time and paid high trib- 
ute to the patriotism of the old south, the 
decimated ranks of whose sons had com- 
menced the national life anew. 

“Our people,’’ said he, ‘have been hew- 
ers of wood and drawers of water since 
1865. How long, oh how long, will they 
endure! 

“They have raised the staple with which 
to clothe a world, and gone naked. They 
have fed a continent and hungered as 
they fed. They have grown poor in the 
midst of plenty, and enriched a nation 
while they bowed beneath their own vreat 
burdens, and the ‘money changers abided 
in the temple.’ 

“I bring you this message, young Geor- 
gians. Let each one of you be a prophet 
and a sayer of true things, and go out 
into the state and speak thus to the 
waiting people. Spin your own great 
crop: weave you own cloth. Gather the 
great profits of the product finished in- 
stead of being satisfied with selling the 
product raw. Build your own railroads, 
develop your own mines, make your own 
machinery, employ the idle within your 
gates, We are the evangels of the new 
dispensation. Through our young patriot 
bodies shall come the regeneration of our 
beloved :tate.’’ 

He said that he greeted the 500 matric- 
ulates of the school as the “best of all 
warriors—the warriors of peace, in whose 
grasp no flag was carried, whose pres- 
ence mean shock of battle and run of 
human blood, but in whose advancing 
hands was borne the blessed banner of 
peace and prosperity, under whose ample 
folds might thrive a happy and content- 
ed people.’ 

Mr. Ellis then deprecated the exactions 
of war taxes for a campaign of invasion, 
and said that he wished this money paid 
by the people of Georgia could be used 
in the technological training of Georgia 
boys. “And then this money, instead of 
opening up trade in the orient,’’ said he, 
‘would fling wide its golden gates w 
prosperity at home. Methinks the eagie 
that rises on each dollar’s shinning dise 
would lift his royal crest with a prouder 
curve and cleaner grace if sent upon the 
last and nobler mission.” 

He said if he had his way he would 
send ‘‘a message across the intervening 
ocean to the fair island of far Luzon,” 
and in that message he would say, “to 
the »oor brown people across the seas 
‘Americans believe that all government 
derives its authority from the consent of 
the governed. Form your own govern- 


ment and the American flag will be a sign 
of safety and not a waiving threat.’ ’’ And 
that he would say in that message “to 
the American soldier in bat:le array: 
‘You are the sons of American freemen, 
and American freem®n bhbelleve in free 
government. The place -he sons of 
freemen is on American soil. “Came back 
to the republic! vPatrio*ism embraces 
fighting for one’s country, ut the defi- 
nition of patriotism does not include figrht- 
ing to eet “nnother man’s 
country’ ”’ 

The speaker commended the great work 
of the school, and said he believed that 
the state would not only easure iis preper 
maintenance, bat its enlargement. tie 
closed with a peroration tn which ne pic- 
tured what the figure wf liberty on the 
dome of the state capitol m'ght see in the 
future as the industrial developmen: of 
the state had progressed and the faces 
of its people had been set taward the east, 
where the birth of its manufacturing in- 
terests illumined tts c»)urse lihe the com- 
ing of a new and odettor diawn., 

President Hall dciivered the baccalau- 
reate address. .Among other thirgs he 
said: 

“In bidding you go lspeed tis merning, 
on the life work ahead of you, I feel that 
I am releasing you in a time ripe with 
promise for your special callings, that 
you will play .o small part in the g’gen- 
tic developments of your native land, and 
that your institution may well begin the 
cultivation of the laurels which your fu- 
ture deeds will win, and the preparation 
of the tablets which are to perpetuate 
your virtues. 

“Not that I expect all of you to be con- 
spicuous with fame, but I do expect that 
you, like your when your 
names are called for display in the annual

The 
exercises were closed with a benediction 
by Dr. W. W. Landrum. 

The summer school will open July 16th 
and continue for eight weeks. The regu- 
lar session will begin on September 16th. 
The indications are that the attendance 
will be larger than during the year just 
closed. The total number of students 
enrolled during the past session was 409. 
This is the largest enrollment the school 
has ever had.

HOW DOWAGER EMPRESS 
DISPOSED OF HER SON 


(From The Boston Transcript.) 
Shanghai, China, May 1.—(Special Cor- 
resporndence.)—I have had an interview , 
with Mon. D. Pokotilow, the manager of 
the Russo-Chinese bank of Pekin, who 
for a score of years has been @ promi- 
nent figure in China. He has recently 
returned from a trip to Petersburg—the 
Russians do not say “St.” Petersburg. 
I asked him what he thought of the as- 
surances America had received about the 
“open door’ in China, and he heplied: 
“The negotiation does not amount to 
that,”’ snapping his finegrs. “TIT cannot 
imagine how serious statesmen can con- 
sider it seriously. The assurances are 
good until it sults one of the nations 
to advance on China; then they will have 

no force whatever.” 

I asked about the future of China. He 
said: “China will be a second Africa. 
There is no help for it. It would need 
many Peter the Greats to make China 
a strong nation, and China has not even 
one great man.” I asked him why, in 
his mind, China's dismemberment did not 
occur immediately. He replied that this 
was a case where orlental diplomacy 
was temporarily successful. “They take 
advantage of European jealousies, and 
play one nation off against another, and 
are really more successful than we are. 
But they know it only delays the end.” 

The reign of terror for the reformers 
has been again inaugurated by the en- 
terprising dowager. The first of March, 
Mr. Kin Lienshan, the head of the tele- 
graph administration, was captured in 
Macao, the Portuguese city on the China 
coast. The next day Messrs. Weng and 
Shen were taken near Soochow. These 
and other prominent reformers are or@er- 
ed killed as soon as captured, but in each 
ease the local officials seem afraid to 
order the execution of men so much 
their superiors in rank. 

The disturbances in north and south 
China are in no way quieted. The China 
Mail says that since the murder of the 
two British commissioners in Yunnan 
last month word has come that an Eng- 
ltsh missionary in that province was 
brutally assaulted by a Chinese general 
and his soldiers, the bystanders shouting: 
“He ought to have been killed out- 
right.” “He is only an Englishman.” 
His country is not a strong one, like 
France, and cannot protect him.” 

The North China Daily News publishes 
a statement, which it asserts is “‘perfect- 
ly reliable,” from a eunuch in the impe- 
rial palace in Pekin. This eunuch was 
present at the interview between the em- 
press dowager and the Emperor Kuang 
Hsil when he signed his own abdication 
decree—January 24, 1900. This account 
lets In a flood of light on the palace 
situation, and is related by a ,eunuch 
‘‘who stood around with ink slab and pen 
for the emperor to use, while the em- 
press herself held out the pen to him.” 
His majesty had been brought from his 
prison-palace to meet his aunt. He hesi- 
tated to take the pen, “but an imperious 
stamp of the right foot and those plerc- 
ing, menacing eyes of the empress dow- 
ager frowning upon him seemed to en- 
thral and fascinate the emperor.” ‘‘With 
a groan and a gesture of despair’ he 
finally signed the ready-prepared docu- 
ment, “and the empress dowager trium 
phantly snatched the ‘decree’ from her 
nephew's hand. Then a sudden change 
oecurred, which those around her were 
too accustomed to see to be startled or 
astonished at. The empress dowager's 
face became instantly suffused with 
smiles, her eyes became soft and benevo- 
lent, and she was all kindness and moth- 
erly solicitude for her imperial nephew.”’ 
The emperor, pale and weak, is reported 
to have swooned and bled (at the nose), 
after the dowager had accomplished her 
end. The eunuch who offered to support 
him was pushed aside, and the dowager 
herself insisted on supporting him. The 
dowager “‘arranged the pillows and cush-

They remember when fhe federal line on 
the 224 of July was forced back—when 
the confederates captured the De Gress 
battery and how the federals were driven 
back ard how for a short-time we felt 
triumphant. asad 

These matters were recalled yesterday 
by what I tead in Harpers’ Weekly, from 
a correspondent in the Boer war. The 


writer said: 
“Whee-e-e! Bang! and a 12-pound shrap- 


nel bursts 200 yards high in the air and 


far short of our massed men, but evident- 
ly coming toward us. Then another and 
still another is breaking into @ ball of 
white smoke, which slowly drifts away 
in the breege. ‘“That’s French’s artillery 
overshooting the kopje,” some one e€X- 
claimed. ‘Yes, that’s French,’ everybody 
agrees. ‘He’s behind them, and we've 
got them surrounded.’ ‘What the deuce!’ 
and a thousand men tend low'in the sad- 
dle as a shell roars past, close overhead, 
and bursts with a terrific report in the 
ground beyond, throwing the brown earth 
high in the air. Again the air howls 
and a second contact shell covers the 
pom-poms with clods of earth and dust. 

‘‘The shrapnel are bursting in one, two, 
three order, all very short now, but 2,000 
yards this side of the kop. ‘Ow is it 
theah doin’ such bloody bad shootin’?’ a 
Tommy exclaims, as he wistfully gazes 
into the air. ‘I’m beastly sure it’s them 
bloody Boers what's doin’ the game.’ 

“Whee-e-e! Roar! Bang and another 
solid shell bursts into fragments ten feet 
from the rear edge of the great square of 
horsemen. Again they retire, now satis- 
fied that the Boers have opened a masked 
battery. It is impossible to locate it. 

“It is solid shell bursting on impact, 
coming one after another slowly, tearing 
up the ground, now in front, now behind 
the column, but always in a line with it. 
The Boers have a habit, it is said, of using 
their artillery at longer ranges than are 
intended, by giving the muzzle extra ele- 
vation, hence they cannot use shrapnel, 
as the fuses are cut too short for explod- 
ing in the alr. 

“The cavalry retire a few hundred yards 
at a time until they are finally beneath 
the next roll in the veldt and out of 
sight.’’ 


This description of a siege is almost 
ridiculous. I know several officers and 
soldiers who were in the thick of tho 
battles around Atlanta, and they have 
never claimed anything on that account. 
They took their chances and came out, 
and never asked anything else from their 
people.

But the description of a siege which I 
have quoted needs some comment. 


The siege of a city Is not a serious mat- 
ter. 

Atlanta was besieged for forty days, 
and during that time perhaps one hun- 
dred of our citizens were killed, but that 
was a small matter in the course of six 
weeks. 

Of course. thousands of soldiers were 
killed in the breastwoks around here, but 
they did not count at that time. 


The point was the siege itself. 
Well. for six weeks Sherman’s big guns 
rained their thunder and lightning upon

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Atlanta, and in the main the city es- 
caped any great damage. * 

The shells caused many of our dwell- 
ings to be burned, and some of our best 
citizens were killed, but for six weeks 
we laughed at the siege. 

We kept our stores open, issued our 
newspapers, continued our social enter- 
tainments, and defied the enemy on the 
outside of our beleaguered walls. 


What did we care. 

The shells fell around us, and the thun- 
der of the big guns shattered our win- 
dows. but we feasted during the days and 
danced at night. 

I have known a shell to strike a dray 
load of dead soldiers and scatter the 
corpses, but we picked them wp, and went 
on to the cemetery with them. 

I have seen a shell kill a young lady on 
her way to the depot, and I have seen 


| one kill an officer who was taking his 


leave of a lady friend on Forsyth street. 

¥ remember all of these incidents, and 
yet it strikes me that our siege Was not @ 
very terrible affair. 


There were days and nights when the 
big guns thundered and the atmosphere 


was either black or lurid. There were™ 


times when death followed every bolt 
from the enemy’s cannon, and yet there 
were long days when everything went on 
as usual. 

Our women visited their neighbors; the 
children played in their back yards; the 
merchants kept open their stores, and 
altogether the scenes inside of our walls 
were busy and peaceful. 


For fully forty days Sherman’s big guns 
thundered at our gates. They rained 
shot and shell upon us during all of that 
time, and yet we managed to enjoy life 
very much as usual, 

It was inconvenient at times, but our 
ladies visited their neighbors and if they 
were detained for awhile by the shelling, 
they seemed to regard it as an April 
shower. 

Governor Brown took a walk with 
Judge Erskine one night, at that time, 
and a heavy shower of shells caused the 
two to seek shelter, for a tima, But they 
continued their conversation, and when 
the shelling let up they walked on to 
Hood's headquarters.

In point of fact, fewer men are killed 
in modern warfare than when we met 
with out rude weapons at Gettysburg and 
on other fields of that period.

The Issues of the Day. 


Editor Constitution—Following the letter on 
the ‘‘Issues of the Davy,.’’ which I had the 
henor to write to The Constitution, and which 
was printed in your issue of the 22d fnstant, 
I wish to direct public attention to the fact 
that, so far as the :outh [{s concerned, there 
is an issue equally as important as the national 
issues discussed at that time. Alas, the east 
and the west are at the high-tide of pros- 
perity. and there is no place tn the fleld of 
politics for that issue were we disposed to press 
it at this time. 

The new currency act will bring no relief 
to the south. There is a poesibility of an 
addition of $32,000,000 to the currency of 
the south, but the probability is it will never 
assume a form other than a mere possibility. 
When it was determined that national banks 
should have the privilege of currency to the 
fice value of their capital stock—bonds in that 
sum being deposited with the government— 
there should have been tacked on the Dill a 
proviso that each bank should carry an amount 
of currency equal to itS capital stock, and 
shevld not withdraw or eurrender any portion 
of said currency except after sixty days notice 
to the comptroller of the currency and to the 
community in whose midst the bank chanced 
to be located. This would have made a pos- 
sibility an actuality. It is fair to presume 
that but few, if any, national banks south 
will carry a greater amount of currency than 
the minimum allowed by law, that is. in 
cities having a population of over 4,000, $50.- 
000. This applies whether the capital be 
$50,000 or $5,000,000. So there is nothing 
for the south in the new currency act. 

What the south needg is a local currency, 
through state banks, amply protected. It 
would be sheer folly, however, for the Kan- 
sas City convention to incorporate fn the pilat- 
form a deman4i that congress shall at once 
peal the IO per cent tax on the issue of* 
State banks. A declaration of that kind 
weuld be as sounding briss and a tinkling 


symbal. True, our own State convention regis- 
tered such a demand, but I am sure !t was 
an oversight on the part of the convention. 
It would have been stricken out had atten- 
tion been called to it. 

In 1892, through the untiring efforts of 
Hon. Louis F. Garrard, of this state, a dis- 
trict delegate to the Chicago convention, that 
demand, or rather a recom nendation was if- 
serted in platform. That was th2 south’s op- 
rortunity—ft was 4@smocracy’s opportunity— 
but we lost ft. and {ft is forever gone. Had 
the party leaders, who rode into power and 
Place on the platform of 1892, when arrang- 
ing for the partial repeal of the Bherman act 
of '890, measured up to their cuty to south- 
ern democrats as the latter did at the con- 
vention and at the polla, we would today be 
in the enjoyment of a system of state banks 
of issue with circulating notes as good as 
national bank notss, and adequate to the 
necessities of the people. Had the solemn 
pledge of the party as to the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax been observed with half 
the zeal exhibited in pushing through con- 
grees the bill which repealed a part of the 
Sherman act, the south would today be in 
reesression of.an abundance cf local currency 
so carefully safeguarded as to be just as 
good as national bank or treasury notes. In 
lieu of this, we have a per capita circulation 
which does not exceed $5. 

It is worse than idle talk about relief at 
the hands of congmess. The only hope Ieft 
us, for setting aside this iniquitous tax on 
the issues of state banks, rests tn another ap- 
peal to the supreme court of the WUWhited 
States. 

Some one may suggest that such steps as 
that would be useless, for the reason that 
the supreme court held that congress had the 
right to lay that tax. Yes, that was in 1869. 
ir a case that went up from Maine. But it 
must be remembered that the same high tri- 
brnal, that same year, decided that grecn- 
backs were not a legal tender as against a 
pre-existing debt. Bovh decisions were result- 
ants of certain political conditions. Those 
ecnditions, so far as they affected greenbacks, 
changed after a time, and the court reversed 
itself. The conditions, which required a de- 
cision sustaining the right of congres to 
lay the 10 per cent tax, hve long since 
changed, but no effort has been made to fur- 
ther test the question in which the south feels

vided for, safeguards that will make them 
as good and as acceptable as government or 
national bank notes. All that remains is to 
find a bank whose directors have the public 
spirit and the courage to take the initiative in 
this natter. 

I am confident that if we can get the ques- 
tion before the supreme court of the United 
States again, the tax will be set aside. This 
done, the south will enter upon an era of 
prosperity that will be well grounded and 
ccnt'nuing.

Daniel Carey, who reported the mecting 
for The Constitution, makes the following 
lively and interesting detailed statement 
of the incident: 

“Mayor Woodward is evidently at- 
tempting to leave the impression that 
Captain English did not say that the re- 
marks of Mayor Woodward were ‘abso- 
lutely false.’ Captain English did say that 
the remarks of Mayor Woodward ‘were 
absolutely false, and the mayor made 
no attempt to reseat what was said. 

“The mayor Says no such remark was 
made in connection with Chief Manly. 
Tkat is true, ani The Constitution’s re- 
Fcrt does not say it was in connection 
with Chief Manly. It was tn connection 
with the late (Chief Connelly. Regarding 
Chief Manly. Captain English sata it was 
untrue that he had ever interfered, and 
again the mayor made no attempt to 
resent the remark. 

“In my opinion ‘absolutely false’ and 
simply ‘untrue’ amount to the same 
thing. ‘The same thought 1s expressed. 
‘Untrve’ is simply a shorter, more em- 
phatic way of Stating. 

“Meyor Woodward was given the op- 
portunity to write his card by my failure 


to expose his condition. He was under the 


influence of an intoxicant at the meeting, 
was rambling in his remarks, and often 
spoke without making any point. 

“It was because I omitted his rambling 
remarks from my report of the session 
and condensed that portion of the report 
in which he figured, he now attempts to 
ccnvey the imovression that he was not 
made to sit quietly while Captain English 
said that his (the mayor's) remarks were 
‘atsolutely false.’ 

“It occurred in this way: 

“The mayor, havirg secured the floor, 
said that ine of the hardest fights he 
had ever had in his life was for the elec- 
tion of Chief A. B. Connolly to the head 
of the police department. The mayor said 
that after the election of Chief Connolly 
hs had taken him aside and said: 

“**“Connolly, the only thing the people 
have against you js that vou have not 
been chief of police. For goodness suke 
be chief of police and run the department 
yceurself. Let the commissioners pass all 
the law they want and when they come 
to you with them. say, I’m running this 
department.”’ 

** ‘Now, there is no use,’ said the mayor, 
reinting at the members, ‘for you and 
for you, and you and you and you and 
you and me to come down her? and give 
orders and expect efficiency.’ 

“The atove is in substance what the 
mayor said. 

“As he concluded, Captain Brotherton, 
the present chairmen of the board, looked 
up, and the mayor announced that he 
wished to stete trat Captain Brotherton 
had never interfered with the chief in the 
discharge of his duty. 

“Captain English then arose and said 
that such a statement called for more 
renarks from him. He said he had 
krown Chief Connolly well and never 
knew a better man. Captain English said 
he had never known Chief Connolly to

tell an untruth, speak or act immiorally 
cr do anything that was beneath the dig- 
nity of a gentleman. 

“As for the statement,’ said Captain 
English, “that Chief Connolly when chief 
of police was not chief of police and the 
it sinuation that I, when chairman of the 
board, interfered with him in the dis- 
charge of his duty, they are absolutely 
and unequivocally false.’ 

“If Mayor Woodward objected to the 
statement the time had come fur him to 
act. If he wanted to create the impres- 
sion that he would nat ait quietly under 
such remarks then wah ie opportunity. 

“Instead he quietly shifted respons!- 
bility for the remark upon others, leaving 
them to bear the brunt of the words of 
Captain English. 

“ “Well, that is what everyone said” 
he remarked, or words to that effect. 

‘I don’t care who sald :t.’ rejoined 
Captain English. ‘It is not true, and I de- 
fy the mayor, council, this board, or any- 
one else, past, present, living or dead, to 
show where I ever interfered with Chief 
Connolly in the disch arge of his duty.’ 

“It was at this juncture that the mayor 
rose and said he wished to. state that 
Captain English had never interfered 
with the chief when chairman of the 
board. 

“Continuing, Captain English said it 
vas untrue that he had ever given orders 
to or interfered with Chief Manly. 

“To this the mayor made no re ply. 

“Mr. W. H. Patterson then arose and 
began a statement, to the effect that he 
had never interfered with the chief when 
he was chiirman of the board. 

“The mayor sprang to his feet and 
Stated that he wished to announce that 
Mr. Patterson, when chairman, had not 
interfered. He reminded Mr. Patterson of 
& conversation in proof, and Mr. Pat- 
terson said he remembc red it. 

“The mayor had first anncunced that 
everyone had interfered end then with- 
drew his remacks for Chairman Brother- 
ton and Mr. Patterson and Captain Eng- 
lish. No other member of the board ob- 
jected to what the mayor had said and 
ecnsequently he did not have any more 
orportunity to retract his remarks. 

“What I have written is the pertion of 
the account that was omitted. It was 
not written first because the incident 
was the result of the :errarks of a man 
who was drinking, and really nct respon- 
sible for what he was saying, and partly 
because 1 thought it unnecessary to 
tell the people that their mayor was 
again drinking and while under the in- 
fluence of an intoxicant attended a meet- 
ing of the police commissioners, where 
his vote as a member of that body would 
affect the welfare of the city. 

‘‘I am surprised that the mayor, know- 
ing his condition on Tuesday night, would 
fcrece this explanation from me by taking 
edvantage of my atten pt to shield him. 
If it is his desire to make the public 
believe. that he was not forced to re- 
treat while under fire from Captain Eng- 
lish, he has failed, because the iatter gen- 
tleman stated positively that the remarks 
of the mayor were ‘absolutely false,’ and 
the mayor did not resent what was saild.”’ 

The following paragraph from the same 
article in The Journal in which Mayor 
Woodward's denial appears, corroborates 
Mr. Carey’s statement as to what the 
rayor said at the meeting: 

‘Mayor Woodwerd said the chief of 
police has never been allowed to be 
chief. ‘Nomancan perfcrm a certain 
duty when you and you and you and 
me, pointing to every member of the 
board, persist in interfering with 
him.

Recently we discharged a man for drink- 
ing and since that time I have not heard 
of any drinking by the men. I had a 
talk with Sergeant Moss in reference to 
the men drinking and he tells me that he 
doesn't believe he has a man on his watch 
that is drinking. As to the detective de- 
partment, which has given so much trou- 
ble in the past, it is now in fine working 
order and in my judgment is doing better 
work that was ever done by it before.”

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CHURCH FOLK ASK 
AN INJUNCTION 


Don't Want Buildiug Sold to 
Negroes, 


PETITION HAS BEEN FILED 


Seek To Keep Pastor and Trustees 
from Making Sale, 


One Faction of the Church Favors 
Disposing of the Property, While 
Other Side Opposes—Case 
Will Be Tried in 
Court. 


Members of the Fifth Baptist churcn 
have sought the aid of the courts to pre- 
vent an alleged sale of the church prop- 
erty to negroes, and a hearing of the 
case will be had before Judge J. H. 
Lumpkin in the superior court tomorrow 
morning at 9 o'clock, or as soon there- 
after as possible. 

Charging that the pastor, Rev. James 
C. Solomon, and members of the board 
of trustees, together with a few mem- 
bers of the congregation, contemplate 
disposing of the church property on Gil- 
mer and Beil streets to negroes, certain 
other members of that church have flied 
a@ petition in the superior cuurt asking 
that the defendants be enjoined from con- 
summating any sale of the church. 

The plaintiffs in the case are Mrs. T. H. 
Neison, Mrs. Jennie Norris, Mrs. M. J. 
Vining, Mrs Ida R. McDonald, Robert 
L. Phillips, WW. W. Norris, J. 8. Brown 
and L. A, Holly. The members of the 
board of trustees of the Fifth Baptist 
church who are named as defendants 
are: G. W, Allen, Sr., W. W. Thompson, 
C. H, McHan, John Norman. The peti- 
tioners seeking injunotion of the court are 
represented by Colonel W. 7. Moyers. 

To the court the petiticners say that 
they are reliably informed that the pas- 
tor, board of trustees and a minority of 
the congregation are not only desirous 
of selling the church property, but have 
plans practically perfected whereby the 
transfer is to be made at once. They 
charge that it is the rule in the Baptist 
church in such matters to let the mia- 
jority of the members of the congrega- 
tion determing what shall be done, and 
they allege that the question of disposi- 
tion has not been left to the congregation 
as a whole. 

According to the petition the pastor 
and the board of trustees manage the 
property and manage the procuring or 
disposing of such property as the 
corporation acquires or sé€lis. The 
property owned by the church, 
says the petition, consists of the church 
bujlding and lot, 50x100 feet, at the corner 
of Gilmer and Bell streets. 

This property, say the petitioners, was 
acquired by deed from John H. James, 
made February 15, 188, in which deed 
is the following recital and condition. 
‘The intention of this conveyance is to 
restrict the use of seld lot and bullding 
to use of a place of worship for the Bap- 
tist denomination. Should said property 
ever bé used for cther purposes, then this 
deed to be void and title to said property 
to revert to said John H. James. In case 
@& majority of the members should wish 
to sell this property and buy and build 
in another place, they have the right. 
Ihe’ property so purchased shall be sub- 
ject to same.’’ 

The petitioners declared that this was 
a deed of gift and set forth that the 
land in question ifs reasonably worth $1,000 
and the church building in the neighbor- 
hood of $4,000. They say that the loca- 
tion is convenient for the membership 
and that the building is in every way 
gulted for the purpose intended. 

‘“Notwithstanding,’’ eaid the petition, 
“there has recently come to some of the 
members and the pastor, and to the ma- 
jority of the board of trustees, a desire 
to move the congregation and sell the 
church property. A meeting of between 
100 and 18 of the church merbers was 
held and the matter of sale and removal 
vas discussed, and by a majority vote of 
those present that oourse was decided 
upon and the matter of sale was left 
to the board of trustees, and particularly 
to said McHan as the representative to 


make the sale. 

“The church membership numbers 
about 500. No majority of the member- 
ship has declared in favor of the removal 
cr the sale contemplated. On-the con- 
trary, petitioners are advised and believe 
that a majority of the church members 
oppose the sale contemplated. 

“The faction in favor of the sale, in- 
cluding the pastor and the officers named, 
have kept secret the terms of the sale 
about to be made and the purchaser, but 
it has developed that certain officers are 
about to sell this property for 2,500, 
about half its value, to a negro congrfe- 
gation. The circumstances have aroused 
objections to the programme, based on 
many reasons, and the said officers of 
the church being anxious to complete 
the transaction in order to carry out 
their scheme, are about to give possession 
of said church to a negro congregation, as 
petitioners are reliably informed and can 
prove, in advance of payment. Sala 
church officers have been importuned to 
have a meeting of the membership, or 
submit full information on the subject, 
to the membership, so that a lawful vote 
or decision covld be had upon the ques- 
tions, but they have fatled to do #0 
or refused to do s0, on one pretext or 
another, claiming wrongly that the meet- 
ing held heretofore and consisting of 
about one-third of the church member- 
ship had acted lawfully and given au- 
thority for the sale.” 

The petition goes on to say that unless 
the court interferes at once a sale will 
be made and that the majority of the 
eburch membership wil be without a 
place of worship. They stated that the 
amount which would be realized from 
such sale would not be sufficient to pur 
chase another church in any respect equal 
to the present building and that they 
would be compelled to go into debt. 

Declaring that they were perfectly con- 


tent to remain where they are and that

President of Mormon Church To Ar- 
rive Tonight, 


W. W. ZAPP IS STILL MISSING 


Railroad Wreck Victim Supposed To 
Be Eider Jensen Has Not Yet 
Been Identified. 


No news of any kind was received by 
Southern officials in Atlanta yesterday 


Every effort is being made to establish 
the identity of the body now at H. M. 
Patterson's undertaking place. When the 
body was brought up from McDonough it 
was supposed to be Elder W. H. Jensen, 
of the Mormon church at Salt Lake, 
Utah. Jensen, however, is now known to 
be alive.

Vas Found To Flash in Tester 
at Ninety-Nine Degrees. 


; WEW TEST IS WORKING SMOOTHLY 


: Georgia Has Ceased To Be the Dump- 
ing Ground for Refuse Oil from 
Pennsylvania. 


The first serious aitempt to infringe 
upon the new law governing the inspec- 
tion of illuminating oils in Georgia passeaG 
by the last legislature occurred near Al- 
bany, Ga., last Saturday, where 3,000 gal 
-lons of low-grade oil were brought across 
the state line from Alabama. 

From information since received by the 
\itate inspector, it is evident, he says, that 
the refuse oil, barrels in all, was 
held by an agent in Columbia, Ala., for 
two weeks waiting for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to smuggle the goods across the 
Georgia iine. 

The local inspector at Albany, on hear- 
ing that the ofl was consignea to this 
state, at once notified the commilssione" 
of agriculture, and at the same time asked 
permission to go into Alabama to ascer- 


tain definitely if the oil in question came 


below the Georgia standard. This request 
was refused by Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture O. B. Stevens, and Inspector MclIn- 
tosh made the test after the oil had pass- 
ed over the state line. 

It was ascertained at Albany that the 
contents of the entire sixty barrels flashed 
in the tester at 99 degrees Fahrenheit. 
The law provides that no oil shall be ad- 
mitted in the state that reaches the flash 
point below 100 degrees, and on learning 
that the oil from Alabama was dangerous, 
the inspector proceeded to label it to tnat 
effect. ' 

The illuminating flu!d held at Columbia, 
Ala., is the product of the Wilburne Oil 
Co., of Pennsylvania. The department of 

‘ agriculture vas notified two weeks ago by 
the agent of a rival company in this city 
that oil below the required test was 
being held acress the Georgia line from 

<Albany, and the investigation which re- 
sulted in firding the sixty barrels was at 
once begun. 


There is practically no legal oi! test In | 


Alabama—a law enacted there similar to 
the one now in force in Georgia being de- 
clared recently unconstitutional. The few 
attempts that have been made to bring 
bad oil into Georgia since the new test 
went into effect have all been made across 
the Alabama line. 

The Elliott tester, in which illuminating 
oil must stand a heat of 100 degrees with- 
out flashing before it becomes ‘‘legal’’ oil, 
has been in use in Georgia less than a 
year, and it has proved thoroughly satis- 
factcry to the state authorities. The 
records of the department of agricuiture 
chow fewer ga fatal to life under 

bee 5 5 (5) —“texiéf than ever before. Georgia, 
Alabama and South Carolina were former- 
ly the markets for refuse oils of a low 
grade, and very dangerous, from the 
northern companies; but Georgia has ef- 
fectually drawn the line where it is drawn 
in New York state. 

Inspector Glascock Barrett, who has 
supervision of all the olis in the slate, 
reached his office at the capitol yesterday, 
after a visit to several towns where large 
oil tanks are constantly kept. 

“Wherever oil below the standard has 
been found,’’ said he, “it has not 
been condemred and seized, but the tanks 
in which it was kept have been cleaned 
out before the new oil has been poured in. 
I think I can say positively that all the 

' dangerous oi] has been driven out of the 
state.”’

“It’s easy enough to turn out a passable 
bogus coin,” he explained. ‘‘They take a 
little old type metal, lead, or anything 
else of the kind, and melt it just as we 
used to prepare the metal to mold bullets. 
The mold {s a clumsy wooden affair with a 
little tube contriygnce into which the 
liquid metal is poured. To make the 
matrix.or mold proper they take a fine 
dust, like the sweepings from a room, and 
dampening !{t to the proper consistency, 
stamp the impression of both sides of the 
coin to be imitated on two -little squares 
of the plastic clay. These molds are then 
put carefully together, a tiny thole being 
left on the edge of the coin for the recep- 
tion of the metal, and after being fitted 
in the wooden receptacle, it is closed 
tightly and ready for the minting. The 
product turned out is very imperfect, as 
a matter of course, to say nothing of the 
base metal used, but the petty amateur 
counterfeiter is not looking for big game. 
He is content to work off a few dollars 
now and then in changing bills or making 
small purchases. He is short-lived when 
once his imposition is brought to light, 
as it soon {s; but, as I said, it is remark- 
able how easy the avfrage man is to work 
a wretched counterféit on.”’

Must Answer To Killing of John C. 
Hambrick. 


THE STATE ANNOUNCES READY 


Looney Case Will Be the Next One 
Taken Up Before Judge 
Candler. 


Before Judge John 8S. Candler this 
morning, in the criminal branch of the 
superior court, Ike Wheeler, charged with 
killing John C. Hambrick, will be put on 
trial for his life. 

The case was postponed last Monday, 
the state announcing not ready.

On three other occasions 
the detective was too ill to appear in 
court, but it is expected that he will be 
sufficiently recovered to stand trial either 
today or tomorrow.

Court Declines To Grant Petition of 
Abe Fry Against Abstract 
Company. 

Judge J. H. Lumpkin, presiding ofiicer 
of the superior court, yesterday declined 
to appoint a receiver for the Interstate 
Abstract Company, askei for in the peti- 
tion of Abe Fry. He also declined to 
grant an injunction, and in cornection 
with this crder, toox occasion to hand 

down an interesting opinion. 

It is as follows: 

After a careful examination of this case, 
both upon the law and facts, I am of the 
opinion that a receiver must be denied unéer 
this proceeding. It is unnecessary to discuss 
the state of the company, further than to 
say that the case in 107 Ga., 562, presented 
by defendant, !s'a strong one, but does not 
necessarily include all cases where minority) 
atcckholdera are compelled to appeal to the 
ccunty tv save their rights. In that case 
the company under consideration was a rail- 
road company, and unquestionably ‘‘a going 
conecern.’’ Whether or not a company is so or 
whether the case is one of these strong ones in 
which a court of equity may appoint a receiver 
at ahe instance of stockholders, is a question of 
fact ‘n each case. Nor is it necessary to dis- 
cuss plaintiff's status as a stockholder now 
or at the time of the acts complained of, 
uncer the indorsement on the certificates by 
a former holder: nor whether the brief original 
petition furnished enough basis for the 
amendments. 

If it be conceded that his status as a stock- 
holder was perfect, the preferred stock ‘issued 
was illegal as o the company or on object- 
ing stock, and the contract in regard to the 
books was also illegal and ought to be con- 
ceced, the insupzrable difficulty in the plain- 
tiff’s way is, that he is not shown to have 
made any application to the comr:ry for relief 
before filing this proceeding. Code sec. 1560. 
8! Ga, 548. 

It is true that by amendment he alleged 
this. Plaintiff's attorney testified by affidavit 
made April 6, 1900, (this petition having been 
preserted to the court on March 9th), that he 
‘requested for Fry that said company be 
wornd up.”” When this was, whether before, 
or after suit was brought, or how made, or 
how ‘‘the corporation refused,’’ does not ap- 
pear. The president of the company test!- 
fied that no demand was made before suit, 
and produced a lot of letters from plaintiff's 
attorney, tbe first one of which suggesting anv 
meeting of the company or action by either 
stockholders or directors, was after the suit 
was begun, and then only stated that “I 
think it would be advisable to call a meeting 
of the stockhdélders,”’ etc. 

This is a Petition by a stockholder, not a 
crecitor. The ccmpany is conceded to owe 
nothing, and it is trot therefere ir:olvent, 
nor is it ‘n the position of a builldirg and 
loan association which cannot go on, pay

Reddy and Askew Called Out of 
Hotel by Garrig Brothers. 


SHOTS FLEW FAST AND FURIOUSLY 


Askew Died at Once from Wound in 
Body and Reddy Is Mortally 
Wounded, 


New Orleans, June 27.—There was a fa 
tal shooting affray this morning at Baton 
Rouge, the state capital, where the legis- 
lature is in session, and a number of the 
legislators were witnesses. 

Gordon Reddy, Jr., of the Bowie Lum- 
ber Company, and Robert. LL. Askew, of 
the same firm, were at breakfast in the 
Meyer hotel, when one of the Garrigs 
came in and asked Reddy for a few mo 
ments’ conversation. 

Reddy went outside with him, followed 
by Askew, and as soon as they reached 
the street a fusflade started. George, 
Duncan and Leon, the three Garrig broth- 
ers, and J. BE. Besson, a friend of the 
Garrigs, were the opposing party. 

Askew was shot through the body and 
died a few hours later. Reddy was shot 
in the small of the back and {fs in a 
critical condition, Legislators had narrow 
escapes from the bullets and a negro by- 
stander was elightly wounded. 

The Garrigs are nephews of Wlillam 
Garrig, a leading banker and citizen, pres- 
ident of the Burton Lumber Company and 
interested {n many enterprises. It is said 
that Reddy preferred charges against 
Garrig’s management of the lumber com- 
pany’s affairs and an expert was sent to 
investigate the books. 

The expert is said to have upheld Red- 
dy, but Garrtg sent word to the stock- 
holders that matters could easily be ex- 
plained and asked for a meeting for that 
purpose. In the meantime the young men 
took up what they considered an imputa- 
tion upon their uncle’s honor and the 
shooting was the result. 

Askew was a corporal in the Second 
Loulsiana during the war and hig only 
connection with the affair was to go to 
the assistance of his friend in trouble 
The Garrigs were arrested. 


HATCHER’S REPORT ON CROPS. 


Fruit Not Hurt by the Rains—About 
Cotton and Corn. 

Macon, Ga... June 27.—(Spectal.)—Mr. 
Marshall J. Hatcher, a large grower of 
fruft at Marshallville, has returned to 
Macon from a visit to his peach orchards. 
He does not seem worried about the con- 
dition of the fruit from the recent heavy 
rains. 

In answer to a question nas to what 
about'the peaches. Mr. Hatcher sald: 

“I do not consider that the fruit crop 
has been Injured to any appreciable extent 
by the rain. Of course, in those sections 
where the rains have been very heavy and 
continuous, thre has been some damage to 
the fruit,--which was: ripening, but the 
fruft that ripens from July Ist on, the re- 
mainder of the season, has not, in my es- 
timation, been hurt at all.’’ 

Mr. Hatcher was then asked concerning 
the complaint about the shipped fruit now 
in market. 

‘The early fruit is never the best for 
shipping and does not hold its own very 
well. I¢t is easily bruised and in fact is 
hard to ship to any of the markets, even 
those near at home.”’ 

“What about the corn and cotton?” 

“TI have no reason to complain. On one 
of my plantations the rain has caused the 
cotton to become very grassy and instead 
of plowing it I have had to resort to the 
hoe alone. This has been additional ex- 
pense, but the cotton itself has not suf- 
fered. The corn is fine and unless the 
season continues rainy for an indefinit§ 
period I believe a unusually large crop 
will be harvested,”’

FAILED TO HOLD 


Buying of Past Two Days Showed In- 
creasing Indifference. 


PERIOD OF ADVANCE EARLY 


Later Turned and Worked Gradually 
Downward. 


CROP PROSPECTS DOMINATE PRICES 


Grain-Carrying Roads Fared Badly 
on the Rally in the Wheat 
Market. 


New York, June 27.—Prices failed to hold in 
today’s stock market, and after an early period 
of advance turned generally downward until 
the average level had fallen to below that of 
last night. There was some irregularity in the 
movements as amongst the Industrials and rail- 
roads, but the tone of the market during the 
latter part of the day was undeniably heavy. 
The trregul. rity consisted in the better resist- 
ance to the depression offered by some stocks. 
This wus true of the steel stocks and of the 
coalers, the letter being affected by a g004 
showings of earnings for May by the Erie 
and the Reading companies by announcement 
of an advance in the price of coal by the Read- 
ing company and by reports that other compa- 
nies would follow sult. Some of the soft coal 
roads were also strong on the good conditions 
in that trade. But the railroad list as 4 whole 
gravitated downward quite heavily. The buy- 
ing demand which was in evidence yesterday 
and the day before and from which much had 
been hoped in rallying prices, showed in- 
creasing indifference and lassitude at the higher 
level attained. The course of the market was a 
striking testimony of the dominance of the crop 
prospects as an influence on prices. London 
and the European bourses were all higher on 
the reports published abroad of the rescue of 
the foreign legations by Admiral Seymours 
force at Pekin, and the opening here was strong 
in sympathy. But this and the growing need 
of money did not avail to hold prices in face 
of the ra'ly in the wheat market, whicn was 
accepted as a plain intimation that the reaction 
in that market was purely technical in its 
cause, and that there. was no subidence of ap- 
prehension of extensive damage to the crop. The 
May statement of net earnings of the St. Paul 
Company had a cumulative effect on sentiment 
in connection with the crop damage reports, 
and all of the grain carrying roads fared badly. 
Northern Pacific was most affected and showed 
an extreme decline of nearly 2 points. Great 
Northern preferred lost i% net. St. Paul's 
increase In operating. expenses for May of over 
27 per cent was a discouraging evidence of 
the inroads made by higher prices of material 
upon the coast of operating railroads. The 
growing ease of the money market in face cf 
the pending July Ist settlements is an agree- 
able surprise to the speculative world. Not 
only do call loans continue easy, but time 
loan rates were .quotably lower today, not- 
withstanding the fact that the sub-treasury 
has absorbed nearly $9,000,000 from the mar- 
ket since last Friday, and that the dividend 
and interest disbursements which must be ar- 
ranged for at the beginning of the fiscal year 
approaching are the largest in the history of 
the country. The total is estimated at over 
$100.000.000. The course of the exchange mar- 
ket indicates the presence in the market cf 
large available supplies of bills of exchange, 
and uneasiness over the course of foreign money 
markets is correspondingly diminished.

Chicago, June 27.—Wheat was active and 
firm, closing |%%c over yesterday. The recovery 
was due principally to a cessation of liquida- 
tion. A big cash business helped corn futures, 
July ending the session |%c improved. Oats 
closed a shade higher and provisions strong, 
July pork 52%c higher, July lard 2%c and July 
ribs 22%c better. 

The liquidation which set In Monday had not 
quite spent itself last night and some fag ends 
of it tumbled into the wheat pit at the be- 
ginning of business today. This, together with 
some decline in Liverpool cables, caused easi- 
ness. July opened unchanged to Ye up at &82@ 
82\%c and quickly sold off to 8Ii%c. At this 
point the liquidation took the form of scattered 
selling. The demand was fxcellent from the 
northwest and this encouraged the bulls to 
come in again with buying orders. The re- 
mainder of the session consequently was strong. 
Compared with recent sessions trade was quiet, 
the rally was gradual and the best price was 
not reached till afternoon, when July perched 
at 84%c. The bulge brought out profit seeking 
stuff, and a dip te 83%c followed, but the mar- 
ket quickly recovered to 83%c and closed firm, 
July I%c over yesterday at 83%c. August 
wheat sold between 824%@85%c, closing 1|%c 
up at 84%c. Liverpool, following her opening 
weakness, turned strong, and was in this way 
of some influence in the recovery here. The 
crop situation was not materially changed ac- 
cording to private messages. There were light 
rains in: the northwest. They were a factor in 
the dip from 84'sc to 83%c, but the recovery 
which followed this showed the prevalence of 
the opinion that the northwest crop is prac- 
tically burned up. New York reported 40 
loads taken for export, and there was some 
export inquiry here. Clearances at the sea- 
board in wheat and flour were equal to 360,- 
OOO bushels. Primary receipts were 430,000 
bushels, compared with 872,000 bushels last 
year. Minneapolis and Duluth reported 244 
cars, against 351 last week and 49]! a year 
ago. Receipts here were 90 cars, 3 of contract 
grade, 

Corn did not share in the weakness of wheat, 
but readily responded to its later strength. 
The feature of possible damage to growing corn 
from excessive heat or some other cause was 
aggravated by reports of very high tempera- 
tures in parts of Kansas, Oklahoma and Mis- 
souri. The loss of the hay crop in the north- 
west and an excellent shipping demand were 
likewise strong bull factors. Receipts here were 
519 cars. Cash business was light. July sold 
between 41%@4Il%c and 43%c, closing I %c 
up at 42%c. 

Oats were strong, opening at a decline, but 
recovering it. The market was rather quiet. 
July sold between 24%@25%c, closing a shade 
over yesterday at 25%c. Recetpts were 220 
cars. 

Provisions were strong and fairly active, 
helped some by the great strength of corn, but 
chiefly by a good outside demand. July pork 
sola between 3:12.-uiz.80 and closed 52'4e 
Over yesterday at $12.80;. July lard between 
$7.05@7.20 with the close 22%%c improved at 
$7.20. Trade is gradually shifting to the Sep- 
tember delivery, and in these options pork clos- 
ed 50c higher at $13.02%; lard 20c better 
at $7.17%, and ribs 20c up at $7.27%@7.30.

The Spring Wheat Is the Lightest in 
Many Years, 


New York Stockholder: Chicago, June 23,— 
The whole country has made very slow progress 
this week in the growing world. 

It is true that in some portions, particularly 
the northwest, the mecury has been up in the 
hundreds, while in this part of the world it 
has averaged between sixty and seventy. 

The great event of the week, however, has 
been the rapid advance fn the price of spring 
wheat. 

Those who have not kept a very close watch 
on all the conditions which have surrounded 
the crop from the opening of spring until the 
present time have been very loath to believe 
the almost sensational character of the reports 
which have been flooding the country for the 
last ten days. The sources of information. 
however, were of such a high character that 
they could not be any longer gainsaid. 

The trouble dated last winter from the fact 
that the ground was free of snow and did not 
receive the usual amount of moisture from 
that source. As the season,progressed we heard 
nothing else about the spring wheat crop bur— 
“the splendid condition in which the ground 
was when the crop was put in.’’ That condition 
meant an absence of moisture. 

As the season advanced still no molsture feil, 
and on the advent of the month of June nearly 
that whole country, covering the states of Min- 
nesota and the Dakotas, had begun to experi- 
ence the terrible effects of the drought, and 
not only drought, but intense heat. 

Rains fell fourteen days ago, but they came 
too late to benefit the ctop and to all intents 
and purposes the crop now promises to be one 
of the smallest ever made in the spring wheat 
area.

lda Husted Harper on 
““Co-Education” and “Suffrage” 


The little fellows at Wesleyan univer- 
sity are making their annual protest 
against co-education and hoping, officially 
and in writing, for the proud day when 
their “dear alma mater will no longer be 
marked in the catalogue of American col- 
leges with the asterisk which denotes co- 
educational institutions.”’ 

It must be pleasant for girls there. Wes- 
leyan has about three hundred students, 
and these boys would like to reduce the 
number by driving out all of the feminine 
gender While they were “resoluting’”’ 
the seniors of big Columbia, with its 2,500 
students, were holding their class day 
exercises, with the girl seniors of Bar- 
nard occupying the front seats as guests 
of honor, 

Among the institutions disgraced, ac- 
cording to the Wesleyan code, by the co- 
educational asterisk are the universities 
of Michigan with its 3,500.students; Min- 
nesota, with over 3,000: Pennsvivania, 
3,000; Chicago, 2,500;; California, 2,200; Wis- 
consin, 2,000; Nebraska, 2,000; Pratt insti- 
tute, 2,800; Northwestern university, 2,000; 
Cornell; 2,000.. Of those having over 1,000 
students, which admit women, are Leiand 
Stanford, Washington, (St. Louis,) Syra- 
cuse, Lake Forest, Oberlin, Ohio Wes- 
leyan, Illinois: Wesleyan, Drake, Colum- 
bia, Adelphi, Boston, the state universi- 
ties of Iowa, Indiana, Ohio, IlMnots and 
Kansas, the Armour and the Massachu- 
sett of Technology. Those institutions 
having less than 1,000 students, where 
women are admitted on terms of exact 
equality, are almost without number. 

In the address of Mrs. Lowe, president 
of the Federation of Clubs, at the recent 
biennial convention, she urged the mem- 
bers to make their special work the im- 
provement of the condition of wage-earn- 
ing women and children. She commended 
the increasing activity in civic matters 
of the club women “more of whom each 
day were finding out that the world’s 
business is not confined to the four walls 
of the home.’ She deplored the epidemic 
of war and said: ‘‘More than ever before 
woman's heart and mind and voice are 
needed in the councils of the world, for 
she it is who must keep before the daz- 
zlied eye of the one-time savage that new 
patriotism, which finds it sweet and deco- 
rous not only to die, but to live for one’s 
country.” 

Other speakers urged the members to 
endeavor to secure higher wages for 
teachers, manual training and kindergar- 
tens in public schools, better buildings, 
vacation schools, wiser management of 
the ‘finances, women on school boards, 
etc. Not an improvement or a reform 
was advocated which could not be far 
more easily secured if women had politi-

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cal power. A number of the speakers 
recognized this and demanded the fran- 
chise for women, but the leaders refused 
to allow the question to be considered 
for fear of disrupting the convention. 

We have the Daughters of the American 
Revolution formed to perpetuate the mem- 
ory of the patriots who died to establish 
the principle of individual representation, 
and yet they discourage an expression in 
favor of suffrage at their congresses. We 
have the Woman’s National Indian Asso- 
ciation to touch the question of their own 
enfranehisement lest it might in some 
way interfere with their work for the In- 
dian men. We have she mothers’ con- 
gress, formed in the interest of home and 
childhood, declining to allow even so 
much as a discussion of the ballot lest it 
might disturb the peaceful serenity of 
their annua] gatherings. 

All of these are new organizations with 
but little experience or knowledge. They 
are stillin the period of faith in “indirect 
influence.”” In their opposition to the 
idea of woman suffrage they do not ap- 
proach the bitterness which prevailed on 
this subfect in the early days among the 
members of the Woman's Christian Tem- 
perance Union. It was not until they had 
been spurred repeatedly by legislatures; 
had been .told thait legislators were there 
‘‘to re nt their constituents and not a 
lot of women;” had been asked, 
they could do in return for the fellows 
who stood by them?” and had seen their 
petition of 200,000 names thrown into the 
wastebasket and covered with tobacco 
juice; that they woke up to a realization 
of what was the matter. Now they are 
united and uncompromising in their de- 
mand for the bailot. 

In the end all of these other organiza- 
tions will arrive at the same conclusion. 
The vast majority of the members in their 
own home and social circle, have heard 
only the most direful predictions as to 
the effects of woman suffrage, and natu- 
rally they are opposed. The very first step 
toward it is taken when they join a club; 
the second When they come together in a 
national convention; the third when they 
appear in legislative halls. The final re- 
sult is an awakening to the full conscious- 
ness of woman's supreme need of the bal- 
lot to perform her part of the world’s 
work. It is a slow but sure process, yet 
when women are finally enfranchised they 
will be all the better equipped for the 
new duties, because of the expertence and 
strength acquired through these great or- 
ganizations.

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COTTON RATES 
ARE DISCUSSED 


To Fix Standard Basis of Rates to 


Carolina Mills, 


AGREEMENT IS NOT REACHED 


Committee Named To Settle Points 
Not Concurred In. 


MANY PROMINENT OFFICIALS HERE 


Reported That Stewart Knott Has 
Resigned from Plant System. 
Other Railway Gossip. 


Many prominent traffic officials were in 
Atlanta yesterday in attendance on a 
called mass meeting of the lines repre- 
sented in the Southeastern Freight As- 
sociation to fix a standard basis of rates 
on cotton moving from Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi points to Carolina mills. 

The officials were in session in the rooms 
of the freight association in the Equitable 
building all day and the question of cot- 
ton rates was threshed over thoroughly. 


While no definite basis was agreed upon, 


the questions under discussion were prac- 


tically settled with the exception of a 


few minor details. 

A committee was appointed to confer on 
these points that all of the traffic men 
could not concur.in and report at a later 
meeting. It is believed that the question 
of rates to these mills will be settled In a 
short while. 

This cotton rate question was first 
brought up for discussion at a meeting 
held in Atlanta on June 5th and 6th. No 
settlement was reached at that time and 
{it was the unfinished business of this 
meeting that was taken up for discussion 
yesterday. 


The establishment of many cotton mills | 


in the Carolinas, notably South Carolina, 
has revolutionized the cotton movement 
in the south. The demands of these mills 
for raw material have entirely altered the 
old condition of affairs. They cannot 
longer depend on their own territory for 


all of the staple they need and are forced 


to buy tn Georgia, Alabama, Misstssipp! 
and other southeastern states. 

It is estimated that they should have a 
standard basis of rates from these vuitton 
producing sections that will enable them 
to compete on equal terms with the New 
England mills. They have never had such 
a standard basis, and this fact ts respon- 
sible for the amount of time consumed in 
discussion at the two traffic meetings held 
here this month. The officials are forced 
to create a basis of rates because they 
have no old tariff to form their estimates 
on. 

The new rate basi& will prove of ma- 
terlal benefit to the cotton mills already 
established and will untangle the present 
somewhat chaotic situation.

Mr, Knott 
eould not tbe found yesterday and the 
story is, therefore, as yet, unconfirmed. 
His departure would cause something of 
a shaking up of Plant officials, and a 
statement from Mr. Knott concerning the 
report will be awaited with keen interest. 

The Constitution received the following 
dispatch last night from its Savannah cor- 
respondent: 

Savannah, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—It 
is reported here that Vice President S. R. 
Knott, of the Piant system, will resign 
that position to accept the presidency of 
the Chicago Great Notthern. Mr. Knott 
could not be seen tonight and the truth 
or falsity of the report could not be as- 
certained. He has been with the Plant 
system less than a year, having been 
elected last October to the position of 
vice president, succeeding President R. G. 
Erwin. He was formerly vice president 
of the Loutsville and Nashville and is one 
of the most prominent railroad men in fhe 
country. 


The general traffic manager of one of 
the trunk lines says: “I have heard a 
great deal about falling off in business 
and failure to maintain rates, but eo far 
as my personal observation goes I see 
nothing wrong with the situation, Our 
earnings are keeping up all right. Busi- 
ness at the present time does not compare 
with the rush of three or four months 
ago, and indeed nothing of the kind 
should ever be expected in the summer 
months. We have idle cars—could prob- 
ably scrape up 1,500 of them—but this fs 
the usual June condition, and wil] be en- 
tirely changed before September. In. ob- 
taining business we have taken no unfair 
advantage of competitors, all our dealings 
with them being perfectly square, In re- 
gard to the rate situation I can say that 
westbound rates are being absolutely 
maintained. Shippers have made all 
sorts of efforts to secure concessions, but

For six months there has 
been no break. Eastbound rates are not

Reformatory Should Be Made 
a State Institution. 


It is expected that the grand jury pre- 
sentments, which are to be made tomor- 
row, will be of more than ordinary in- 
terest, as it fs believed that matters bf 
importance will come in for a certain 
share Of the attention of the grand fu- 
rors. 

During tNe sesston of the grand fury 
yesterday County Commissioners H. E. 
W. Palmer, Walter R. Brown and Clifford 
lL. Anderson appeared before the mem- 
bers. It may be that In consequence of 
information brought out then that the 
matter of establishing the prison reforma- 
tory may be held up for some time yet. 

Cammissioner Brown, during a recent 
session of the board of county commis- 
sioners, stated that the reformatory 
should be made a state institution and 
that the law governing its establishment 
should be changed accordingly. It was 
brought out then that the reformatory 
would not accomplish in Atlanta that for 
which it was voted, 

Children to be eligible to be sent to the 
reformatory must go through the state 
courts. They cannot be sent from the re- 
corder’s court, nor can they be picked up 
on the streets and sent there. The min- 
isters who went before the commigsion- 
ers during the early part of the month 
admitted that it was their intention to 
ask the legislature to change the law gov- 
erning the reformatory so that the Insti- 
tution might be regulated so as to accom- 
plish the greatest good. 

These matters were brought to the at- 


tention of the grand jury yesterday and it 


may be that the jury ig its presentments 
will take some official notice of the mat- 
ter ag it stands and make certain recom- 
mendations. Commissioner Brown stated 
that he was opposed to making the tax 
rate greater, as he felt confident that the 
present rate would be®sufficient to meet 
the expenses of establishing the reforma- 
tory.
